There were in that year 86 opium shops, or one shop to every 
ii4 - 3 square miles and i 5 , 4°8 persons; Ganja shopS'amounted 
to 96 or one shop to i02 - 4 square miles and 13,803 persons 
Ganja was freely grown in the Native States to the south ot 
Raipur, but the cultivation has now been stopped under the 
orders of the Government of India and smuggling has greatly- 


decreased. 

In 1911-12 the Excise revenue under all heads amounted to
